Allens give PA house

Long-time Andover residents 
Philip K. and Betty Allen have 
donated their 1 Highland Road 
home and land to Phillips Acade- 
my. 

The six-bedroom, six-bath- 
room house sits on five acres at 
the corner of South Main Street 
and what used to be the begin- 
ning of Highland Road, at the 
gates to the PA playing fields. It 
will formally be known as Allen 
House. 

Mr. Allen, a 1929 graduate of 
PA, went to Yale and returned to 
teach English at the school in 
1936. He was a member of the 
Abbot Academy board of trustees 
from 1948-56 and from 1958-’73, 
serving as president from 1966- 
*73, and was a member of PA’s 
board of trustees from 1966-’80. 
During his trustee board service, 
he helped lead Abbot Academy 
and PA through their 1973 merg 
er. 

In addition to teaching, Mr. 
Allen served as assistant track 
coach, assistant baseball coach 
and assistant registrar. 

Known to some as “Mr. 
Andover,” he served as state sen 
ator from this district from 1944 
‘46, when North Andover and

Haverhill were still part of the 
district, and as an Andover 
selectman from 1959 to 1970. Mr. 
Allen was a Republican State 
Committee member for many 
years. 

“He was instrumental in 
bringing George Bush here when 
Bush was vice president,” said 
Jim Doherty, town moderator. 

Mr. Allen had his own idea as 
to why he was called Mr. 
Andover by some. 

“The guy’s been there proba- 
bly too long” is what people prob- 
ably thought, Mr. Allen said. 

The donated house was built 
about 1830, although Mr. Allen 
said he was not sure who built it, 
and is listed on the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Homes. The core 
of the house was an early farm- 
house structure and the newer 
front section was built in late 
Greek Revival architecture. 

It was owned by the Wardwell 
family until at least 1852, then 
went to the Abbott family in the 
later part of the century, accord 
ing to Barbara Thibeault at the 
Andover Historical Society. Flo- 
ra Temple bought it in 1906 and 
had it until it was bought and

Rep. State Rep. Gary M. Coon, R- 
Andover, has announced that he has 
hired a new legislative aide for his 
State house office.

Mr. Radulski has accepted a position 
with Rep. Coon as a research analyst 
in the Republican leader’s office in 
the House of Representatives. 

Walter Radulski, a 14-year resident 
of Andover, is a graduate of Andover 
High School, class of 1986. After com- 
pleting a postgraduate y ear at Ver- 
mont Academy, he graduated from 
Villanova University with a bachelor 
of science degree. 

He was then employed in his 
father’s law office in Lowell. Most 
recently, Mr. Radulski has been 
employed by the RHM Marketing 
Group in Andover. 

“Tam very pleased to have Walter 
on board as my legislative aide,” said 
Rep. Coon. “Having someone like 
Walter who is hard working and a 
long-time resident of the district 
should prove to be a great asset to my 
State house office and to our commu- 
nity.” 

Mr. Radulski will join other new 
legislative aides in an orientation 
training session at the beginning of 
January. Mr. Radulski will be paid 
about $22,000 a year. Rep. Coon is paid 
$30,000. 


Rep. Coon 
works to keep 
business in state 


By a vote of 90 to 48, the Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representatives 
passed an amendment offered by Rep. 
Gary M. Coon, R-Andover, which 
would permanently increase the exist- 
ing Massachusetts’ investment tax 
credit from its current rate of 1 percent 
to 3 percent. 

Rep. Coon spoke in strong terms 
advocating this amendment. 

“T’m not looking for a magic bullet 
or a miracle, I’m just asking the mem-

bers of this House to act as if we have 
confidence in the abilities and capaci- 
ties of our people,” he said. ‘“Productiv- 
ity increases yield improved competi- 
tiveness, which yields an enhanced 
ability to maintain or increase our 
workforce. This would be a nice con- 
trast to companies leaving the state in 
search of cheaper capital investment 
costs.” 


Since 1984, Massachusetts has lost 
nearly one third of its industrial base. 
This is a loss of 217,000 manufacturing 
sector jobs, according to Rep. Coon’s 
office. One manufacturing job supplies 
an estimated three jobs in the other 
employment sectors. 

Rep. Coon explained, “Fifteen 
states, including Illinois, Rhode Island, 
Missouri, New York, Ohio, Florida, 
Tennessee and Pennsylvania, offer 
more generous incentives than Mas- 
sachusetts.” 


He spoke in broad terms about Pres- 
ident John Kennedy: “It was 1962 when 
President Kennedy asked for an 8 per- 
cent investment tax credit as the core 
of his economic development efforts. 
We can learn something from what 
transpired. The results over the next 
three years were a_ substantial 
increase in capital investment and a 
dramatic decrease in unemployment.” 


If the proposal becomes law, the 
credit will apply to corporations pri- 
marily engaged in manufacturing, 
research and development, agriculture 
or fishing. The credit is further target-

damages and the 
right to continue liv- 
ing in Phillips 
Academy-owned 
housing as long as 
either one of them is 
a member of the fac- 
ulty.

John J. Loughnane, 88, of North 
Andover, died Sunday, Dec. 20, at his 
home. 

Mr. Loughnane was born in New 
York City and studied architecture at 
Cooper Union during the early 1930s, 
He moved to North Andover in 1991 
and was active in the Senior Center. 

His career as an architect spanned 
55 years. He worked for the New York 
architectural firm of McKim, Mead and 
White. Mr. Loughnane traveled 


throughout Europe and, at the onset of 


the Depression, he worked on several 
projects for the WPA. 

During this time he was commis- 
sioned to do historically accurate 
drawings of the White House, reflect- 
ing the changes in that structure from 
its early construction. 

The drawings were given to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and now 
hang in George Washington's Mount 
Vernon home. 

At the beginning of WWII, Mr. 
Loughnane moved to Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, where he was instrumental 


in the design and development of 


American air bases connected with the 
Lend Lease Act. 


During his career in New York he 
worked on many major projects includ- 
ing the Bank of New York, the Boston 
Public Library and Prudential Insur 
ance in Newark, N.J. 

In 1966 he went to Lagos, Nigeria, 
and for two years directed the design 
and construction of an experimental 
agricultural institute for the Ford- 
Rockefeller Foundation in Ibaden. 

Mr. Loughnane retired from Hanes, 
Lunburg and Whaler in 1970 and begun 
a private practice as a registered archi- 
tect. He was noted for his devotion to 
classical and traditional design and his 
innovative additions to both private 
homes and institutions throughout 
New York. He retired last year at the 
age of 87. 

Mr. Loughnane was associated with 
the Seventh Regiment of the New York 
National Guard for more than 60 years. 
He served on active duty with the regi- 
ment in the early 1930s and continued 
as a reservist for many years. He was 
the corresponding secretary for his 
original company for nearly six 
decades. 

Members of his family include his 
wife Mary Loughnane of North 


Andover; daughters Terry McAnally of 
Andover, Mary Ann Loughnane of 


Queens, N.Y.; four grandchildren and 
one great-grandchild.

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Air tests in Ballardvale at 
Shawsheen Rubber prove OK 


By Lisa Boudreau 

Air monitoring tests done this 
fall in Ballardvale by the state 
Department of Environmental 
Protection indicate that chemi- 
cals levels in the air near the 
Shawsheen Rubber Company on 
Andover Street do not exceed 
legal limits, said Everett Penney, 
Andover’s health director. 

Test results raise questions, 
said Denis Kelley, general man 
ager of Shawsheen Rubber Com- 
pany, if the odors and chemicals 
about which neighbors have 
complained for the past 18 
months all originate from the 
Shawsheen Rubber Company, 
which manufactures adhesive 
coated tapes. 

“The results of the state 
report raise the specter of ques: 
tion if all emissions are coming 
from Shawsheen Rubber. We 
weren't even operating at some 
of the times they were record- 
ing,’ chemicals in the air, said 
Mr. Kelley. 

The chemicals in question, 
said Mr. Penney, are hexane and 
tolunene. According to the state 
DEP report, the highest concen- 
tration of chemicals were detect- 
ed between “8 a.m. and 5 p.m. ... 
but also during some late-night 
and early-morning” hours.

Between the time of neigh- 
bors’ complaints and the DEP 
testing this fall, Mr. Kelley said 
Shawsheen Rubber has under 
taken several measures to 
reduce possible emissions and 
resulting odors. 

Those measures include odor 
abatement equipment on a mix- 
ing machine that “reduces any 
potential odor” and “an air-tight 
enclosure” on coating equipment 
to eliminate emissions, said Mr. 
Kelley.

“circumferential highway, Route 289, 
with three to four interchanges in 
town, so there could be a couple things 
happening in the next few years,” he 
said. 

Mr. Smith was hired in Andover by 
then town manager Ken Mahony in 
April of 1989 after Nancy Jeton, then 
principal planner, left the department. 
Buzz Stapezynski, town manger, said 
this week Mr. Smith’s job would not be 
filled right away, and maybe not for 
some time. 

“That’s up in the air. I'm not looking 
to fill it immediately,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said last week. 

The town manager will not fund the 
position for the rest of this year, 
through June of 19938, and funding for 
the position for next year will be dis 
cussed during the next couple of 
months as the fiscal '93 budget is being 
put together. 

Mr. Stapezynski said he would talk 
with Stephen Colyer, planning direc 
tor, and planner Laura Hill to divide 
up Mr. Smith’s responsibilities for the 
time being.

Mr. Smith holds a different opinion 
from some people who have said that 
Andover’s planning department is 
overstaffed. 

“One thing we do that’s different 
than other departments is that we've 
been able to do big jobs in-house,” not 
using contractors, he said. 

The Master Plan was recently com- 
pleted and Ms. Hill currently is rewrit- 
ing the zoning bylaw, both jobs for 
which other towns would normally 
hire contractors. Haverhill recently 
needed a $100,000 state grant to com- 
plete a master plan, he said. 

“That’s work that we do in-house,” 
Mr. Smith said 

Look at other towns and compare 
what they have to Andover, he said. 

“You get what you pay for,” Mr. 
Smith said. 


Like Andover in ’60s 

Mr. Smith is moving to a smaller 
town with a population of about 16,000, 
a similar town-manager style of gov- 
ernment and a planning board. 

“What they have is a very miniature 
version of this department,” he said on 
his last day of work last week. 

Essex just finished a “very exten- 
sive Master Plan, which won a state 
award. Andover’s Master Plan, adopt- 
ed at last year’s Annual Town Meeting, 
was one of Mr. Smith's larger achieve- 
ments in Andover.

“They expect an onslaught of

ven when the economy comes 
back, growth in Andover won't be 
what it was four or five years ago, Mr.

Wighty-five percent of the town is 
built out, and looking at zoning and 
what can legally be built, the develop- 
ment that is left in town is mostly 
industrial, he said. 

“There are a lot of things going on. I 
think Andover’s shifting gears.” 

He has a couple of ideas about what 
Andover needs to do. 

One is to cope with the after effects 
of the growth of the ’80s. A lot of subdi 
visions empty into substandard road 
ways, and the town will have to catch 
up with the infrastructure, rebuilding 
roadways and upgrading utilities. 


Another project in which the town 
should involve itself is acquiring open 
space. 

“T think that’s very important, to try 
and do that now before prices go back 
up, if that does happen,” Mr. Smith 
said. 


“What land is left is land that was 


kind of overlooked in the first round of 


development,” he said. 

That's because it was marginal, 
maybe wetlands or in a watershed, and 
is now in need of protection. 

“T think the town has to make some 
decisions regarding commercial devel- 
opment, he said.

The departure of planner Harry 
Smith from the town’s planning 
department could cause delays and 
even cancellation of some planned 
projects in that department, accord- 
ing to Stephen Colyer, planning 
director. 


“We're going to be totally out 
straight,” Mr. Colyer said Tuesday. 

Mr. Smith resigned last week to 
take a job in Essex, Vt., and Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, said his 
position will not be filled for the rest 
of this year and may not be funded 
next year, 

Mr. Colyer and planner Laura 
Hill will have to shoulder Mr. 
Smith’s former responsibilities and 
that extra work means “some things 
will go to the back burner,” accord: 
ing to Mr. Colyer. 


A planned rewrite of the entire 
zoning bylaw by Ms. Hill will proba- 
bly be one of those items that will at 
least be delayed, Mr, Colyer said. 

“We had hoped to take some arti- 
cles to (April) Town Meeting. We're 
not now,” Mr, Colyer said. 


There has been talk about apply- 
ing for a state grant to get the zoning 
rewrite done or hiring a consultant 
to do the work, Mr. Colyer said. 


The work of the Central Business 


it wants retail conveniences to locate 
in West Andover. The proposal for 
West Andover Place, a retail commer- 
cial development off River Road, was 
turned down at Town Meeting last 
year and residents of that area have 
given mixed messages as to whether 
they want a retail center out there. 


“But there’s a lot of town there 
that’s basically unserved by commer- 
cial establishments,” Mr. Smith said. 

The only instance he could point to 
where the town and a developer came 
to loggerheads was the former bowling 
alley on Park Street. 

“Tt’s a shame that happened the way 
it has happened,” he said. 


Accomplishments 

Mr. Smith was hired to administer a 
$765,000 state community development 
grant given in conjunction with the 
redevelopment of Brickstone Square. 

“vork Street was reconstructed 
totally,” he said. 

The street was dug up; trees, side 
walks, pipes and drainage were 
replaced; and landscaping was done to 
buffer the area from neighbors. The 
traffic improvements for that project 
are still ongoing, with Shawsheen 
Square scheduled for new lights and 
installation of turning lanes this 
spring. 


Planners may delay projects 


District Committee, the group 
appointed last year to help resolve 
problems in the downtown, will also 
suffer because Mr. Smith was liai- 
son to the CBDC and its primary 
researcher. 

“We haven't worked without 
three planners here for a long time,” 
Mr. Colyer said. “It’s going to mean 
some changes here.” 


How does Andover compare? 

Andover, with a population of 
29.000, had three planners before 
Mr. Smith's resignation and now 
has two: Mr. Colyer and Ms. Hill. 
But that’s the same or more than 
other area towns, according to a 
sample survey by the Townsman. 


Lexington, with a population of 
29,000, about the same as Andover, 
has two planners; as does North 
Andover, population 22,800; and 
Concord, population 17,000. 


Methuen, population 40,000, has 
one planner, as does Billerica, popu- 
lation 37,600; Tewksbury, population 
27,000; Wellesley, population 26,600; 
Reading, population 22,500; Wilm- 
ington, population 17,600; North 
Reading, population 12,000; and Lin- 
coln, population 7,666. 


Chelmsford, population 82,000, 
has no paid planners, and there are 
none in Natick, population 30,500. 


In addition to the Master Plan, Mr. 
Smith worked on the Barcelos building 
reconstruction on Main Street, and 
was the liaison and anchor pin for the 
Central Business District Committee. 

“Both versions,” he said, referring 
to the first subcommittee that worked 
to improve the business climate down- 
town for a year before it was replaced 
by the CBDC, which was appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen to continue 
that work. He also became the local 
parking guru working on the parking 
problems in downtown over the last 
couple of years. 


Mr. Smith said he believes the 
CBDC was successful to some extent in

He also did a lot of work on the com 
puter system, to automate licensing 
and permits, and was in charge of the 
redistricting plan for the town, which 
was approved by selectmen last week. 

Mr. Smith recently bought a house 
in Bradford, where he lives with his 
wife, Alison, son, David, 11, and daugh- 
ter, Caitlin, 4. He will put that house on 
the market and commute to Vermont 
for now. 
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lawyer is looking into the land’s eligi- 
bility as a school site, said Mr. Reilly. 

“T don't think it is something that 
cannot be cleared. We would be willing 
to work out whatever needs to be 
done,” he said. 

Two locations on the lot are being 
considered to meet flexibility require 
ments of the conservation/recreation 
land.

How much will it cost? 

A new school would cost about $7.5 
million, but $4.5 million would be reim 
bursed by the state.

Once the 
school is paid for, the tax rate would go 
back to its pre-override level, he said. 

Before the FinCom gives the SBC 
plan its stamp of approval, it will look 


at how building and operating costs of 


a new school compare to additions to 
South and Sanborn, said Mr. Robb. 
The SBC is a legal body and doesn’t 
need FinCom, School Committee or 
Board of Selectmen approval to choose 
a solution to crowded schools, but a 


solution would have a better chance of 


passing a Town Meeting vote in April 
if town boards approved it, said Ken 
Gropper, chairman of the SBC. 


How the two options compare 

Officials estimate additions to South 
and Sanborn schools would cost almost 
twice as much as a new school. Total 
construction costs for two additions 
could run as high as $10.8 million and 
just $4 million of that would be reim 
bursed by the state, according to Mr. 
Gropper. 

Mr. Reilly estimates additions to 
South and Sanborn, which would raise 
enrollments to at least 700 in each 
school, would necessitate hiring one 
assistant principal at each school and 
more staff. Those costs could add 
$270,000 per year at each school, Mr. 
Reilly said. 


Mr. Gropper said the state views a 
150-seat new school as a major need 
and one that places a community ina 
high-priority position for reimburse 
ment. The state would reimburse 
Andover faster and more generously 
for building a new school, he said. 

The state’s School Building Assis 
tance Bureau would view additions to 
South and Sanborn schools as two sep 
arate projects. Once one project was 
completed, Andover would move down 
on the bureau's priority list for reim 
bursement, Mr. Gropper said. 


“We have been told by the director 
of the School Building Assistance 
Bureau that there is no chance of get 
ting both (Sanborn and South addition) 
projects approved simultaneously and 
that she wouldn't hazard a guess when 
the second would get looked at,” he 
said. 


Ironing out the wrinkles 

Michael Rosenfeld, the architect 
hired by the SBC, has already complet 
ed two sets of preliminary drawings for 
a new school: one on the east side of the 
site and the other on the west. He’s 
now refining the plans and studying 
their impact on the neighborhood and 
traffic there. 

The plan for the school on the east 
side of the site places the driveway on 
Burnham Road. Children from the east 
side of the school would have to walk 
under a railroad bridge to get to school. 
That worries Selectman Gerald Silver- 
man, who lives in the Shawsheen 
neighborhood. 

“Mhat’s the narrowest bridge in 
town. I worry about kids walking 
under that bridge, especially in the 
morning. People who are trying to 
avoid Route 28 traffic use that road to 
get to Brickstone,” he said. 

The SBC last week talked about bus- 
ing students on the east side of the 
bridge. Walkers on the west side of the 
schoo! could use the neighborhood 
sidewalks, 


Another issue raised at Thursday’s 
meeting is proximity of the site to the 
Shawsheen River and possible flooding 
problems. 

“T’ve been told that the water table is 
nine feet below. With this type of con- 
struction it wouldn’t be an issue,” said 
Mr. Rosenfeld. 


The SBC's next meeting is scheduled 
for Thursday, Jan. 7, at 7:30 p.m. in the 
town office building on Bartlet Street.

The 
school denied that Ms. Warren’s

Evaluation and tenure 

The school admitted that an eval- 
uation policy exists, and said that it 
includes that “unsatisfactory evalu- 
ations be followed by explicit writ 
ten expectations for change and by 
support for improvement; and ... 
failure to meet expectations for 
change may be cause for non-renew 
al of contract.” 

That is what the school claims 
happened in Mr, Warren’s case, 

“PA does not have tenured posi- 
tions, but rather facully members 
are generally hired pursuant to one-, 
three-, and five-year contracts,” the 
response said. “The evaluation poli 
cy recommended by the faculty 
specifically provides that “failure of 
a teacher to meet expectations for 
change may be cause for non-renew 
al of the contract.” 

The school denied that it encour- 
aged faculty to remain at the school, 
at salary levels below what many 
faculty could earn in other endeay 
ors, by promoting the expectation of 
permanent employment. It claimed 
that those allegations by the War- 
rens “are inconsistent with the 
academy's need and ability to 
ensure the continuing competence 
of its faculty.” 


PA admitted that the faculty has 
changed in 25 years and now 
“includes more women, teachers of 
color and public school graduates,” 
but denied that these new faculty 
members are notable for a “lower 
level of experience teaching adoles- 
cents,” as alleged in the suit. 

The school also denied that teach- 
er evaluations asked students 
whether they liked the teacher, But 
the school said Mr. Warren’s evalua- 
tions showed only 24 percent of the 
45 students in this three core math 
classes felt Mr. Warren was clear in 
his teaching (compared to a depart 
ment average of 86 percent); that 
just 29 percent thought he answered 
their questions satisfactorily (com- 
pared to an average of 86 percent); 
and that 36 percent of his students 
would be displeased or very dis- 
pleased to have this teacher again 
(compared to an average of 6.per- 
cent), 

The school claimed the Warrens’

Usually, the editorials in the 
Andover Townsman deal directly 
with this community. This one may 
not seem to deal with Andover, but 
we believe it most certainly does. 

It is about the murder of Betsy 
McCandless Murray, a woman 
whose husband, Sean Murray, want- 
ed to own his wife, who was so sick 
about his relationship with her that 
he vowed he would kill her before he 
would allow her to leave him. 

“He told me that marriage was for 
life, and the only way out was 
death,” she wrote in an affidavit she 
submitted in filing for divorce, 

In attempting to get out from 
under, Ms. Murray took a self- 
defense course, which, ironically, 
may have been the death of her. She 
allegedly had been beaten by her 
husband beginning less than two 
weeks after their wedding. Taking a 
model-mugging course was a brave 
and wise thing for this woman to do. 
She was learning to take care of her- 
self. In trying to re-start her life she 
had lived in a series of women’s shel- 
ters and she attended support groups 
to boost her self-esteem. She became 
a trained and powerful woman who 
expected to defend herself. 

But she made a mistake. She 
returned to her former residence to 
pick up her mail. 

The system — police, courts and 
social workers — failed Betsy McCan- 
dless Murray. Her husband mur- 
dered her and then he killed himself. 

All of us should be outraged, 
including those of us who never met 
her. Even if we don’t have the 
answers now for women who are 
hunted by their jealous, insane part- 
ners, we need to let the women know 
that we are trying to help them, that 
we hear them. 

We need to insist that the judicial 
system do something about woman 
beating. We need to express outrage 
that the system allows batterers 
repeatedly to violate restraining 
orders. We need to insist that batter- 
ers be locked up and that they enter 
counseling. We need to listen to 
these women. Otherwise, we will 
continue to watch more and more 
women be murdered by those who 
wish to own them. 


The question is, will Andover see

(We need a new word: womanship? 
Ah well...) of that breakfast feeling 
good about sharing, but also remem- 
bering that the holidays are a diffi- 
cult time for many people. One wom 
an’s husband is unemployed and she 
passed when it came her time to 
share, Another is losing her job 


because her company is going out of 


business. She passed too. 

I have friends who for the first 
time in years are spending the holi 
days without their extended family. 
That's difficult for them. Last Christ- 
mas was the first Christmas I'd had 
after my father died and even though 
I hadn't spent Christmas with him 
for years, I felt very sad at Christ- 
mas. Many people are experiencing 
loss during the holidays. We’re all

Not pleased with

The Dec. 17 Andover Townsman arti- 
cle about the award winning NECC 
Observer college paper finally prompt- 
ed me to write this letter (a letter 
should have been written when the 


Townsman solicited reviews of its 
quality and contents recently.) I found 
it ironic that the Observer's awards 
were reported in a paper that, in many 
ways, does not respect the craft of 
newspaper production, 


The Townsman is visually sloppy, 
typographically crude, and organiza: 
tionally incoherent. Articles start in 
odd corners of pages, jump up, down, 
and from page to page in the process of 
dragging the reader past ad after ad, 
Sections are loosely organized, type 
styles are unimaginative, unsophisti- 
cated, and often in the case of head- 
lines, too big or small to convey the 
importance of the story. Columns vary 
in width, gaps occur in type, and con- 
sistency of alignment is unknown. 
These unskilled layouts make the read 
ing process unpleasant and sometimes 
plain confusing, 


Perhaps forgivable in a fast paced 
daily paper, these lapses are inexcus 
able in a weekly. In addition, the tech 
nology that “makes” newspaper, the 
computer and associated page layout 
software, is now affordable and easy to 
operate that the design shortcomings 
of the paper are attributable only to the 
management's lack of respect for the 
quality and presentation of the news, 

The Townsman is a business 
monopoly in an affluent town. It has 
many advertisers, and judging by its 
new headquarters, is fat, and by the 
paper’s appearance, lazy. However 
those new offices are an example of 
what the paper should strive for each 
week: an aesthetically pleasing as well 
as competently produced whole. 

The Townsman often touts the 
town’s vision of itself and its peoples as 
leaders in the state community. Recent 
articles have compared education qual- 
ity with other exclusive towns, their 
expenditures and their results. How 
would the Townsman stand up to such 
a comparative review? Graphic quality 
certainly is below par, Creative writ- 
ing is all but absent. Analysis is infre- 
quent. Photos are mediocre. Even the 
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business and promotional ads pro 
duced by the paper ave uninspired. The 
Townsman is only a leader because it 
has no challengers, 


The Townsman’s positive features 
(News in Brief, Quote, unquote..., and 
the recent journal series) need to be 
built upon. The community should be 
engaged more, Requests for baby pic- 
tures are not enough. The paper's role 
as a communicator is especially impor 
tant in today’s busy world. Show us the 
work of the artists, writers, clubs and 
business people who are mentioned in 
the various calendar sections. Produce 
more than a picture with a caption 
explain it. Part of the process of bring- 
ing the town together takes place in 
sharing and analyzing points of view. 
It seems to take a crisis for the Towns 
man to analyze an issue. 

The Townsman's editorials often 
challenge Andover residents to do this 
or that to better the community. It is 
now the town’s turn to challenge the 
paper to better itself, Andover deserves 
a higher quality newspaper.

AVIS (Andover Village Improvement Soci- 
ety) members and Ballardvale neighbors 
were busy wielding pitch forks to fill wheel 
barrows with wood chips piled 10-feet high to 
scatter on the AVIS path along the north side 
of the pond. Coffee, cider and doughnuts 
Were provided by AVIS. By noon, the heaps 
of chips were leveled, the path was looking 
elegant and the job was completed. 

No AVIS map is needed to guide the walk- 
er along the short path on this Burns Reser- 
vation entirely visible from Clark Road. 
Located in 
Clark Road and Andover Street, just opposite 
the fire station, this reservation has been 


cleaned up to resemble the 1957 aerial photo- 


graph of the area. 

By cleaning years of accumulated buildup 
of silt from the pond, the town of Andover 
contributed in the effort to restore this 
attractive neighborhood property. Bottles 
dating back many years were some of the 
interesting old items found in the debris. 
Christine Forsyth, who gave this property to 
AVIS, named it in memory of her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Burns. The property is in two 
parcels: one, about an acre and a quarter, 
extends along the north side of the pond; the 
other, slightly larger, can be entered on

There is some truth to the tale that 
Pike School was founded at the Allen 
House. 

“Phat’s partially true,” Mr. Allen 
said. “We started a little schoo! for the 
faculty children in the back of our 


house.” 


Pike School was actually started in 
Cynthia Pike’s house on Lowell Street, 
then moved to rented space in what is 
now the Balmoral condominiums in 
Shawsheen, according to Tony Dyer, of 
Pike School. Several friends of Pike 
then bought the Forbes house, at the 
corner of Hidden and Porter roads, so 
Pike could have its own building. 

“There had been a preschool for PA 
faculty children run by the faculty 
wives at PA, and the program was held 
in several different locations on the PA 
campus. One of the women active in 
the program was Betty Allen, and the 
preschool was probably located in her 
house at some time,” Mr. Dyer said. 

When Pike bought the Forbes house, 
the PA preschool was turned over to

suit took out of context quotes from a 
1988 evaluation of Mr. Warren by Nat 
Smith, chairman of the math depart 
ment, to make it appear more positive 
than it actually was. 


PA denied that Headmaster Donald 
McNemar in 1987 predicted Mr. War- 
ren would not pass future evaluations, 
but “admits that Headmaster McNe 
mar told Mr. Warren that he should 
consider where he wanted to be in five 
years if he didn’t want to address the 
serious problems identified in his 
evaluations.” 


‘Mr. Warren over a period exceed- 
ing five years generally refused to 
accept the evaluation process, ... (and) 
refused to recognize that deficiencies 
in his teaching were reflected by the 
unusually high number of students 
who criticized the lack of clarity in his 
teaching and his responses to their 
questions, and who requested transfer 
out of his classes.” 

Mr. Warren, who is 57, “refused to 
take any meaningful steps to address 
these problems even though the prob 
lems were discussed with him by 
numerous people and specific instruc 
tions for improvement were given, he 
was provided encouragement and sup 
port to address his deficiencies, and 
he was provided a year-long, paid sab 
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batical for the purpose of addressing 
his deficiencies.” the school’s 
response stated. 
Mandatory retirement 

The school denied there was any 
thing in its contracts with the War 
rens that mandated they retire at age 
65. The school also denied the allega 
tion that it fosters and imposes a 
requirement for faculty to retire at 
age 65. 

‘PA has had, and currently has, 
faculty members older than 65,” the 
response states 


Value system 

“PA denies that its value system 
has changed. The criteria on which 
faculty are evaluated remain consis 
tent — knowledge of the subject and 
the ability to impart that knowledge to 
students,” the response states 

The school claims it is committed 
to excellence and provides support for 
students and faculty in their personal 
development. 

‘Tf an individual fails to meet the 
academy's standards of excellence 
after a period in which areas of 
improvement have been defined and 
academy has been 
provided, the person is asked to leave 
the school,” the response reads. 

The school also denied there was a 
pattern of grade inflation at Phillips 
Academy 
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
